The Didsbury Aquatic 
Centre has found a way out 
of forced closure - at least 
until spring. 

“That is a huge relief for 
the team and community," 
said Rhonda Young, coach 
of the Didsbury Aqua-Jets. 
“We were very concerned 
about tlie possible effect 
on the team; either moving 
them to olds or possibly 
the folding of a team that 
has been around for so 
long." 

Karen Henry, the town’s 
manager of planning and 
infrastructure, said council 
has approved immediate 


repairs of the critical areas 
that require work. 

“We’ve got some corrod¬ 
ed beams,” Henry said, “so 
what they will do is clear 
off all the corrosion and 
either sandwich the beams 
with more steel or weld on 
some more material. 

“I’m expecting a report 
from the engineers next 
week,” she said, “to find 
out more about what exact¬ 
ly they will be doing and 
how the beams will be 
rehabilitated.” 

“So we will go ahead,” 
she added, “with the imme¬ 
diate remediation of the 
most critical beams so we 
don’t have to close and so 
we can stay open for the 


winter.” 

Henry said that this will 
bring the damaged beams 
up to snuff, so that they 
don’t have to 
close imme¬ 
diately. 

She noted 
the estimat¬ 
ed cost for 
the engineer¬ 
ing and 
repair work 
will come in 
at around 
$100,()()(). The final cost for 
a permanent solution may 
cost far more, depending 
on the what engineers con¬ 
clude from their current 
assessment. 

“That,” she said, “will 


give us time to come back 
to council with more 
details and a more thor¬ 
ough assessment of the 
whole facili¬ 
ty to under¬ 
stand any¬ 
thing else 
that may 
come up.” 

She said 
the town 
will be per¬ 
forming a 
full audit on 
all of the systems in the 
facility in order to get the 
bigger picture insofar as 
future maintenance is con¬ 
cerned. 

Later this fall, Henry 
added, they will be getting 


that audit done. 

Money is another issue, 
but she said that the town 
has already taken meas¬ 
ures to get government 
funding for the project. 

“We put an application in 
for the Community 
Infrastructure 
Improvement Fund grant.” 
The grant allows for up to 
$250,(KM) towards commu¬ 
nity infrastructure, and to 
get the full amount, the 
town would have to match 
the funding provided. 

The decision on the grant 
is expected in early 
November. 

Mayor Brian Wittal is not 
happy about the situation, 
but he is relieved that the 


pool is not going to be shut 
down in the fall. 

“We don’t have anything 
left in the budget for it," he 
said, “but we do have funds 
in reserve that we will be 
putting towards it.” 

He said that if the centre 
is approved for the grant, 
money that is spent now by 
the town will be reim¬ 
bursed as well. 

As far as further repairs 
to the building, Wittal said 
that “There may not be any¬ 
thing beyond the structural 
beams.” He noted that 
there have been some leak¬ 
age issues on the roof 
itself, but those repairs 
would also be covered by 
the grant.

Suddenly, the 
Tories warming 
to labour 

During the last provincial election Premier Alison 
Redford was a worrisome force for traditional right-wing 
ideologues. She was even labeled “leftie” by one national 
publication. 

And of course she scared many 
old-school Tories in Alberta who 
bolted to the Wildrose Alliance, a 
party that now professes itself as 
the province’s guardian of all 
things conservative. 

For decades under Tory and 
Social Credit rule labour was a fac¬ 
tion that was kept in check with 
arguably the weakest labour laws 
north of Alabama. However, there 
have been some significant waves 
created by the Tory government 
that may signal serious challenges 
to the long held conservative grip 
on labour. 

On Aug. 14 the Redford government imposed first-con- 
tract binding arbitration in a labour dispute at an 
Edmonton seniors home. The province ordered workers 
at Revera Riverbend Retirement Residence to return to 
their jobs immediately because of what it called a “public 
emergency.” 

Labour groups enthusiastically received the move. They 
have been trying for years to get the government to legis¬ 
late first-contract binding arbitration as an essential and 
fair tool in the resolution of first contracts between 
unions and employers. 

However, the Edmonton initiative is just one example of 
the Conservative’s apparent softening towards labour. 

For the past decade provincial labour groups have been 
campaigning to end the plight of Alberta’s 12,000 farm 
workers, a forgotten group that toil with no legislative 
protection whatsoever. 

Alberta remains the only province where farm workers 
are excluded front occupational health and safety (OHS) 
laws. They are also excluded from the Employment 
Standards Code, the Workers' Compensation Act and the 
Labour Code. Farm workers do not have the basic right to 
form a union. 

The disregard for farm workers safety is also noticed by 
the courts, particularly since tracking of work related 
farm deaths since 1990 has revealed an average of 16 
fatalities a year In 2008, provincial court Judge Peter 
Barley made recommendations to include the agriculture 
sector in the provincial OHS after investigating the death 
of death of farm worker Kevin Chandler near High River. 
To date, the government has not moved. 

However, there is a glimmer of hope for farm workers. 
It was reported in October, 2011 that Redford promised 
Eric Musekamp, president of the Farmworkers’ Union of 
Alberta (FUA), that she was willing to finally help farm 
workers. It is 10 months later, and according to 
Musekamp, there has been no further movement. 

Meanwhile, August 20 was Alberta Farm Worker Day, 
created by FT ’A in remembrance of Terry Rash, a farm 
worker who was stabbed to death in 1999 by his employ¬ 
er after accidentally tipping a water truck into a ditch. 
The employer received a four-year sentence. 

For the FT A it is a day to raise awareness of the work¬ 
ing conditions faced by agricultural workers in Alberta, 
and to remember those killed at work. 

In the meantime, Musekamp and his supporters can 
only hope the Alberta government’s apparent warming to 
labour is real. They have had enough of the lost lives on 
the farm, many of them simply forgotten. All of them gone 
without just consequence. 

"My optimism remains but it is being tested,” said 
Musekamp. “I expect the law will ultimately prevail."

Child protection laws need tough enforcement 


Tough new federal legislation 
coming into force this month to 
protect Canada young people 
from sex crimes 
marks a important 
step forward for com¬ 
munities evetywhere, 
including right here 
in West Central 
Alberta. 

The Safe Streets 
and Communities 
Act, which received 
Royal Assent in 
March, is aimed 
specifically at sexual 
predators who target 
children. 

“The sexual exploitation of 
children is a heinous crime that 
causes irreparable harm to the 
youngest and the most vulnera¬ 
ble members of our society,” 
said federal Justice Minister and 
Attorney General of Canada 
Rob Nicholson. 

As some of the toughest child 
protection legislation ever seen 
in Canada, this new law is wel¬ 
come news for parents, grand¬ 
parents and others who have 
the health and well-being chil¬ 
dren at heart. 

The new law has several com¬ 
ponents, including the follow¬ 
ing: 

• It increases maximum penal¬ 


ties for four child sexual 
offences, including increasing 
the maximum penalty from five 
to 10 years for the 
indictable offence of a 
parent or guardian 
procuring their child 
for illegal sexual activi¬ 
ty where the child is 
less than 16 years of 
age. 

• It establishes 
mandatory prison sen¬ 
tences for seven exist¬ 
ing Criminal Code 
offences such as luring 
a child, sexual assault, 
and aggravated assault. As a 
result, conditional sentences 
(i.e. house arrest) will no longer 
be available for any of these 
offences. 

• It increases mandatory 
prison sentences for nine sexual 
offences involving child victims, 
such as possessing, making, 
accessing or distributing child 
pornography and sexual 
exploitation. 

• It creates two new offences 
with mandatory prison sen¬ 
tences that seek to prevent the 
sexual exploitation of children 
by making it illegal for anyone 
to provide sexually explicit 
material to a child for the pur¬ 
pose of facilitating the commis¬ 


sion of a sexual offence against 
a children, or using telecommu¬ 
nications, including the 
Internet, to communicate with 
another person to agree or 
make arrangements to commit a 
sexual offence against a 
child. 

• And it requires judges to 
consider prohibiting suspected 
or convicted sexual predators 
from having any unsupervised 
contact with a child under the 
age of 16 or any unsupervised 
use of the Internet or other digi¬ 
tal network. 

All these measures are great 
additions to existing Canadian 
law, coming at a time when 
Canadians everywhere want to 
see more done to protect chil¬ 
dren. 

While the Harper government 
should be applauded for this 
new legislation, Canadians will 
also be counting on the govern¬ 
ment to ensure that the police 
officers <md Crown prosecutors 
responsible for enforcing these 
new measures are given the 
additional resources they need 
to make them effective. 

In the end, putting this great 
new law on the books will mean 
little if it doesn’t come with an 
equally strong enforcement 
component.

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Innisfail Eagles net Brian Sutter as coach 

Former NHL top coach and Allan Cup winner is bringing his staff to revive team's fortunes

He won the NHL Jack 
Adams Award in 1991 as 
coach of the St. Louis 
Blues, led the Bentley 
Generals to (he Allan Cup 
in 2009 and now he's coin¬ 
ing to help the Innisfail 
Eagles take flight. 

Brian Sutter has been 
signed as the new coach of 
Innisfail's Sr. AA hockey 
club, bringing with him 
coaching and (raining staff 
from the Generals. 

"It's obviously an oppor¬ 
tunity for us to build some¬ 
thing and be with good 
people,” Sutter said during 
an interview on Aug. 18. 

Sutter played for the St. 
Louis Blues from when he 
was drafted in 1976 to his 
ret irement in 1988. He took 
over as coach of the Blues 
until 1992. He's was also 
the head coach for the 
Calgary Flames, Boston 
Bruins and the Chicago 
Blackhawks. 

He spent five years 
coaching in Bentley, taking 
them to the finals for the 
Allan Cup three times and 
winning it once. He 
coached the Red Deer 
Rebels for one season 
before going back to 


Bentley, parting ways with 
the Generals earlier this 
year. 

The eldest of the famous 
hockey siblings, Sutter was 
approached by the board of 
the Eagles to come be the 
team's new coach. With 
him comes his belief that 
it's the players, their sup¬ 
port staff and the board of 
directors working together 
that can make a winning 
team. 

For starters, he doesn't 
think of himself as a head 
coach. 

"I just consider myself a 
coach with Brian 
Stephenson and Jason 
Lenz,” he said of the coach¬ 
es that are coming with 
him. "You got to do it 
together.” 

"Trainers are as impor¬ 
tant as coaches,” he said. 
"Before you win on the ice, 
you got to win off the ice." 

Sutter's hoping to take 
the Eagles to a higher level 
but said "there's a process" 
to become a winning team. 

"I don't really care 
whether they won the 
championship last year or 
lost every game," Sutter 
said. The Eagles won one 
game of the 22 played dur¬ 
ing the Chinook Hockey 
League regular season last 
year. "There's a process 


you got to go through ... 
we're going to get results." 

A team-first attitude and 
hard work on everyone's 
parts is crucial to those 
results, Sutter said. 

"Winners don't talk about 
winning. It's just something 
they do," he said. 

lie's looking forward to 
coaching in Innisfail, 
describing the arena as 
"absolutely incredible" and 
noting the great communi¬ 
ty-minded people that pop¬ 
ulate the town. 

"We need the support of 
people off the ice," Sutter 
said. 

He said the team needs to 
get results to get the com¬ 
munity to fill the stands, 
but said that community 
involvement is important 
to the long term success of 
the team. 

Sutter's not speculating 
on what adding his famous 
surname to the coaching 
roster of the Eagles will do 
for the team. 

"I don’t really know and 
quite frankly I don't really 
care," he said. 

Sutter might not be sure 
of the impact, but Dean 
Tumquist, a board member 
for the Eagles, is hoping it 
will be a positive one. 

"1 think it will increase 
our community support," 


Tumquist said of getting 
Sutter and his fellow 
coaches and staff to bring 
their expertise to Innisfail. 
"That community support 
is something we're hoping 
to strengthen." 

The board of directors is 
excited to have nabbed 
Sutter, Tumquist said. He 
said they approached 
Sutter to invite him to help 
better the organization. 

"If the excitement level of 
the board is any indication, 
this is monstrous," he said 
of the news Sutter is join¬ 
ing the Eagles. 

Tumquist coached the 
Eagles for eight years and 
they were playing at the 
AAA level, a level he hopes 
they can attain again. 


"We expect to win. 
There's going to be some 
growing pains," Tumquist 
said. 

Sutter's a catch because 
he brings not just himself, 
but his staff and coaches, 
he said. 

"That's what's really 
exciting from our perspec¬ 
tive," Tumquist said. 

The timing couldn't be 
better as it's the team's 
65th anniversary this year, 
he said, and they're hoping 
celebrating that milestone 
and their status as the old¬ 
est team in the Chinook 
Hockey League will help 
bring them attention and 
financial support. 

Tumquist explained 
while the Eagles have 


missed the cut-off to make 
it to AAA so they could 
play in this season's Allan 
Cup, Innisfail's applied to 
host the Doyle Cup for the 
AA provincials. 

The team hits the ice to 
start practicing Sept. 9. 

"I'm looking forward to it 
tremendously," Sutter said. 
The regular season game 
schedule has not been put 
on the league's website yet. 

When it comes to playing 
hockey, the new coach of 
the Eagles said his father 
always reminded him that 
while hockey is "just a 
game," he should give both 
hockey and fanning his all. 

"You do each as hard as 
you can every day," Sutter 
said.
